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DETAILED ACTION 



1.0 The application of Stefaan Jozef De Cnodder entitled "SHAPING METHOD AND 
RELATED SHAPER" filed on 10/19/2000 without foreign priority was examined. Claims 1-9 
are pending. 



2.0 This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal matters: 

1. Claims 1 & 6 are objected to due to the useage of "(PCR;MCR)" on Pgs 15 lines 13-14 
& Pg 17 lines 2-3 in the claims. The examiner requests that the applicant clarify whether this 
means "PCR and MCR" or "PCR or MCR" without adding new matter. Appropriate action is 
required. 

2. The specification is objected because the applicant needs to update the status of 
whether the related applications have matured into a patent or been abandoned per Pg 1 lines 3-5. 
Appropriate action is required. 

3. The Figure is objected to because it does not have a figure number. Appropriate action 
is required. 

4. The specification is objected to because it does not reference a figure number. Please 
add a figure number to the places in the specification where the figure is referenced for example 
Pgs 7 line 20. Appropriate action is required. 

5. The abstract and the specification are also objected to because they also refer to 
"(PCR;MCR). The examiner requests that the applicant clarify whether this means "PCR and 
MCR" or "PCR or MCR" without adding new matter. Appropriate action is required.
